LONDON, March 24. — Prime 
Minister Chamberlain today re- 
fused to give Czechoslovakia a 
flat pledge of British military 
help against German aggression. 
But he promised the House of 
Commons Great Britain would 
use her new armaments to fight 
to fulfill her treaty obligations.

nouncement that Britain would not

The New “Entente” 
United States, French and British naval 
experts are conferring in London on con- 
struction plans, as a result of Japan's re- | 
fusal to say whether it is building battle- | 
ships larger than the 35,000-ton limit set | 
in the London naval treaty, 
While they conferred, the House of Rep- 


resentatives at Washington approved, by 
better than a two to one vote, the admin- 
istration’s plans to spend a billion dollars 
in expanding the United States navy, The 
Government of Great Britain, it will be re- 
called, announced the other day a speeding 
up of armament-construction to cost $1,- 
700,000,000. 

These are “straws” which show the way 
the wind is blowing, and that it is blowing 
in the right direction. Those who read 
their newspapers attentively will have 
noted that these three countries have been 
strengthening their armaments on land 
and sea as the Trinity of Threat unfolded 
its plans for conquest in Europe, Africa 
and the Orient. They have been doing so 
without treaty of alliance, defensive or 
offensive, or convention of any sort. A 
mutual sense of growing danger has, for- 
tunately for the world, impressed the peo- 
ples and governments of the three great 
democracies and led them to take concur- 
rent action, without written agreement. 

The conference in London means that 
they are taking this action each with 
knowledge of what the others are doing, 
though without obligation to join forces 
or make common cause should one be at- 
tacked by the gathering forces of Fascism. 
That decision will be made, instinctively, 
should the need arise. For back of the 
separate national programs, the people of 
each of these countries know they could 
not afford to let one of the others be 
struck down.

Current Comment 
“Once Aboard the Lugger—” 


A Hamilton man, driving home late one night 
last week, stopped his car at the signal of the 
pointed thumb, took aboard two hitch-hikers. 
Once in the car, the strangers took possession. 
One of them flourished a revolver. The other 
drove the car into a side road where the owner 
was robbed and thrown into the ditch. He lost 
his money, his car, and, one imagines, his con- 
fidence in his fellow-men. 

This is not the first incident of the kind, nor 
will it be the last, because some drivers refuse to 
be advised by the experiences of others and they 
let sentiment run away with their good judg- 
ment, “Look at that poor fellow asking for a 
ride,” they say, “and this car with the back seat 
empty!” So they stop, and take aboard a pas- 
senger who probably is innocent and harmless— 
but who may be a criminal, armed and ruthless, 
placed in a position where the driver of the car 
is utterly at his mercy. 

Tt is safer to pass by the hitch-hiker. It is 
supreme folly for a driver alone in his car to 
pick up two of them. It is a pity that the honest 
thumber should suffer for the sins of the crim- 
inal who looks upon motorists as easy marks, 
but self-protection is entitled to first consider- 
ation in such a matter.—Ottawa Journal. 


Warning 


Monsieur Van Zeeland’s report is certainly 
the work of a master hand. Never has the for- 
midably tangled skein of economic difficulties 
been so skilfully unravelled, never have the 
requisites of an improvement in the economic 
atmosphere been so clearly outlined. Monsieur 
Van Zeeland thinks and writes as an economist. 
He is not fettered to any political fetish. More- 
over, acting alone, he has been able to give us a 
report free from the half-tones, compromises, 
and weaknesses of matter and manner that too 
often mar the work of committees and Assem- 
blies, which must naturally take account of 
varying and sometimes even contradictory opin- 
ions. Accordingly his plan is the most uncom- 
promising that has ever been put forward. Is 
this an advantage or a disadvantage? We can 
feel that Monsieur Van Zeeland was in some 
hesitation; in fact, he admits that he went over 
his conclusions several times. Economic con- 
ditions have indeed undergone great changes 
since the three-party declaration of the autumn 
of 1936, and the monetary reform it brought 
about. The will to co-operate shown at that 
time has certainly weakened. Once again poli- 
tical difficulties darken the horizon. Moreover, 
the economic recovery marking the end of the 
slump, which was noticeable in all countries, has 
now ceased. Output and trade are again on the 
down-grade, and once more there is talk of a 
slump. All Governments react in the same way 
to such facts. They withdrew into their shell 
and make arrangements to depend as little as 
possible on anyone else. Is this really the rem- 
edy? Must we not correct this line of thought 
end action? Monsieur Van Zeeland rightly 
thought that the nearer and greater the peril, the 
more drastic was the remedy required. and he 
proposed what he conscientiously thought neces- 
sary. The doctor has had his say; now it is up 
to the patient to show the will to recover—and 
keep to the diet—M. Suetens in the Contempor- 
ary Review (London). 


Jews in Europe 


What has happened since 1933 to the 500,000 
Jews of Germany is dramatic; it attracted at first 
the attention of the world, and calied forth the 
solidarity of the Jewish communities for a plan- 
ned overseas emigration. What is happening to 
the millions of Jews in Poland, Austria, Hun- 
gary, and Rumania is less dramatic, but more 
terrible; it has so far not attracted the serious 
attention of the general public, nor has it evoked 
in equal measure the solidarity of outside Jewry 
The problem is that of over 5,000,000 men, women 
and children, full of energy and the will to live, 
intelligent and talented, who are not only denied 
the possibility of developing their capacities in 
their own country, but also increasingly deprived 
of the means of existence, and, in a narrowing 
world, denied the possibility of emigration. Of 
the 10,000,000 Jews in Europe, only 3,000,000, 
who are citizens of the Soviet Union, enjoy 
equality of opportunity, but, without Mdividual 
or religious freedom; and 1,000,000 in the West- 
ern democratic countries, who enjoy both that 
opportunity and individual and religious free- 
dom, have a fair chance in life. Of the rest 
over 3,000,000 are in Poland, nearly 1,000,000 in 
the kingdom of Greater Rumania, another 
1,000,000 divided between a reduced Austria and 
a reduced Hungary, some 400,000 in Czecho- 
slovakia—who are relatively well off—350,000 
in Germany, and 250,000 between Latvia, Lith- 
uania and Yugoslavia. They constitute an in- 
ternational social problem which cannot be 
solved by philanthropy alone, or by any efforts 
of the Jewish community alone, but requires the 
united efforts of the nations, such as was made 
by the States members of the League when 
2,000,000 Greeks in 1922 were uprooted from the 
Ottoman Empire—Norman Bentwich in The 
Nineteenth Century and After (London). 


Ontario’s Budget 

For the second successive year Ontario enjoys 
a balanced budget. Indeed, it claims a surplus 
of slightly over $3,000,000 and a reduction of 
nearly eighteen and one-half millions in the 
total funded debt of the Province in recent years 
The most remarkable thing about the whole 
budget is, of course, the huge sum—$19,400,000— 
that has been turned in by the Succession Duties 
sranch Provincia] Treasury.

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCoy 

The eggplant received its name, not because 
it tastes like an egg, or becaust it is often cooked 
with egg, but because of its shape. When pro- 
perly prepared, it is a delicious vegetable. Many 
people who are prejudiced against it have tried 
only the fried eggplant and do not realizé how 
healthful and flavorsome it really is when pre- 
pared in other ways. 


Eggplant is of value in the diet because it is 
alkaline-forming, because it supplies cellulose 
which is helpful to the intestinal tract, and be- 
cause it adds variety. 


Eggplant should be prepared by boiling in 
plain water, by steaming, or by baking in the 
oven. Probably the simplest way to cook it is to 
first remove the peeling and cut into small pieces, 
after which it is boiled in just enough water to 
cover. When ready to serve, season with butter. 
Another wholesome way of cooking is to cut a 
large eggplant in two and then bake it. 


Here are a few recipes which you may find 
interesting: 
STUFFED EGGPLANT 


Cook the eggplant for about 15 minutes in 
enough boiling, salted water to cover. Cut a 
slice from the top, and with a spoon remove the 
pulp from the inside, leaving about one-half inch 
of flesh close to the skin. Chop the pulp finely, 
add chopped ham, a small amount of Melba 
Toast crumbs, and a small amount of tomato 
pulp. Mix well, add a little chopped parsley 
and butter on the top after placing in the shells. 
Bake for 25 minutes. 


EGGPLANT PATTIES 


Chop an eggplant into small pieces. Add an 
equal amount of ground round steak and run 
mixture through food chopper. Mold into pat- 
ties, place a slice of tomato on top and bake in 
oven until brown. 


CORN AND EGGPLANT 


To the contents of one can of corn add a small 
chopped eggplant and one well beaten egg Place 
in a covered stewpan, add two tablespoonfuls 
of butter, and cook over a slow fire for 20 min- 
utes, stirring frequently. 


EGGPLANT AND TOMATOES 


Cut eggplant in slices about one-half inch 
thick, soak in cold salt water for about 15 min- 
utes, then boil in fresh water until tender, Place 
each slice in a baking pan on top of a slice of 
Melba Toast, then place a slice of tomato on top 
of the eggplant. Bake for 10 minutes and add a 
lump of butter to top of each when ready to 
serve. 


FRENCH-FRIED EGGPLANT 
Those who care for eggplant when prepared 
with oil or fat will like to try this method: Cut 
the eggplant in long slices and let stand for one 
hour. Dry on a cloth and drop into boiling fat 
or oil and prepare as when preparing French 
fried potatoes. 


EGGPLANT AND CARROTS 


One large eggplant peeled and chopped, one 
bunch of carrots well washed; run together 
through the meat chopper. Place in a baking 


dish and add one-half cupful of water. Com- 
press well and bake for 40 minutes. Adc three 
tablespoonfuls of butter to the top just before 


serving, and,season with salt as desired 


Questions And Answers 

QUESTION—Bert E. asks: “In what way did 
mineral oil first come to be used?” 

ANSWER: One story of how it came to be 
used tells us that the Indians discovered that an 
oily film found on certain pools was of value as 
a laxative. This film was the result of crude 
petroleum from natural wells which had come 
to the top and formedan oily layer on top of the 
water. Minera] oil as now used is obtained by 
refining the crude petroleum. 

QUESTION—C. W. X. states: “A book I was 
reading made the statement that the energy de- 
rived from one-half of a peanut was enough to 
carry out one whole hour of mental work. Could 
this be true?” 

ANSWER: Recent study in the field of nutri- 
tion has demonstrated that brain work really re- 
quires very little food and it is quite possible that 
one-half of a peanut would provide all of the 
food material which would be consumed during 
one hour of mental work. There is 2 lesson in 
this for the brain-worker, who may very casily 
overeat if he follows the dietary schedule of one 
doing hard physical work. 

QUESTION—Mrs, Thelma L. writes: “Really 
fee] that I owe you a letter of gratitude. Last 
August I was feeling tired, dispirited, and dis- 
couraged. Happened to pick up one of your 
articles which advised walking. Now walk 20 
blocks a day and am feeling fine. The tired feel- 
ing has gone, sleep better, am hungry for meals 
and altogether feel like a different person 
Thought some one else might like to know how 
this simple measure helped me.” 

ANSWER: I am pleased to know that you 
have improved so much,

No doubt the critical ex- 
amination of the Opposition to which it will be 
subjected will somewhat dull the rosiness of the 
picture, and we had better wait for that before 
passing final judgment. But the salient features 
of it will have a strong appeal! for multitudes 
of Ontario people who do not worry about the 
succession duties on their estates or the return 
on the power bonds—but whvu have votes.—Mon-

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 
This date is an historic one in the 
story of the Methodist church in 
Canada It was March 24 
1803, that a boy was born to a loy- 
alist father and mother et Char- 
lotteville, on the shores of Lake 
Erie—Egerton Ryerson. It was on 
March 24, 1825, 22 years later, that 
the same Egerton Ryerson, having 
| joined the Methodist Church and 
been expelled from his home for 
that reason, was ordained as a mis- 
| Slonary and began, as a circuit 
rider, the career which made him 
one of the true makers of Upper 
Canada. Not college bred, he had 
secured through his own efforts en 
excellent education 
Egerton Ryerson had been only a 
year in the mission field when he
